Former South African presi¬ 
dent Nelson Mandela will 
spend his 95th birthday m 
hospital today, as admirers 
around the world honour Iris 
legacy with millions of acts 
a f kindness. 

In South Africa biker 
gangs will clean streets, vol¬ 
unteers will paint schools and 
politicians will spend 67min¬ 
utes on worthy projects — a 
tidal wave of chanty to mark 
Mandela's 67 years of public 
service 

"Let us return M a diha's 
sacrifices and contributions 
through our own efforts to 
build a better society" said 
South African President 
Jacob Zumausing Mandela's 
clan name. 

The United Nations de¬ 
clared the Nobel peace laure¬ 
ate’s birthday Mandela Day 
in 20ID, but for many tins 
year it takes an extra 
p 01 gnancy. 

Mandela his country's first 
black president spent the last 
six weeks in a Pretoria hospi¬ 
tal m a critical but stable con¬ 
dition after being admitted 


for a recurring lung infection 

Breathing with the help of 
a machine, family and friends 
have said he is now respond¬ 
ing to treatment. 

His successor as president, 
Thabo Mbeki, even sug¬ 
gested he might be dis¬ 
charged from hospital soon 

But on the eve of his 95th 
birthday aid after a senes of 
hospitalisations, that seems 
optimistic. 

"I just hope that although 
he may not be able to enjoy 
his 95th birthday, that he will 
be well enough for Ins 96th" 
said friend and fellow anti- 
apartheid campaigner George 
Blzqs told AFP 

Children m schools 
around South Africa will 
begin their day by singing 
“Happy Birthday" to the for¬ 
mer statesman. 

Bam July IS in I91S, 
Mandela fought against white 
rule as a young lawyer and 
was convicted of treason in 
1964.

Hagel orders cuts for 
Pentagon headquarters 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Defense 
Secretary Chuck Hagel has ordered 
a 2D percent cut in funding for the 
Pentagon's top civilian and military 
headquarters by 2019, saying 
everyone has to "do their part' 
Hagel announced the order 
Tuesday during a visit to a naval air 
base in Jacksonville, Florida, por¬ 
traying the move as a signal that no 
element of the military's bureau¬ 
cracy would be immune from 

budget pressures. 

Previous Pentagon leaders also have tried -- with little 
success — to scale back the top-heavy bureaucracy. 

These past efforts have taken am at tie lag e number of well- 
paid civilian officials and senior officers who work for the Joint 
Staff and the Office of the Secretary of Defense, a mini-adminis¬ 
tration that supports the Pentagon chief 

Hag el's spokesman, George Little, said the newly pro¬ 
posed reduction would result in savings of roughly $1.5 bil¬ 
lion to $2 billion over five years, winch by itself would not 
solve the Defense Department's budget woes

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Jew¬ 
ish survivors of Nazi camps 
during World War II who 
were charged rent arrears 
upon their return tD the Dutch 
capital after the war should 
be repaid "with interest," 
Amsterdam's mayor has sai d 
"Every penny that we got 
because we were heartless or 
bureaucratic, we will have to 
p ay b ack, with interest," 
Eberhard van der Laan told a 
television interview on pri¬ 
vate broadcaster KRQ late on 
Tuesday evening.

Less than a quarter of Am¬ 
sterdam's Jewish population 
survived the war during the 
Nazi occupation of the 
Nether! ands between 1940 
and 1945. 

Of the SO,ODD Jews de- 
p o rted from Am st erd am, a nly 
some IS,000 survived 

The municipality at the 
time even demanded pay¬ 
ment for homes confiscated 
by the Dutch National Social¬ 
ist MSB movement, who col¬ 
laborated with the German 
occupiers. 

Looking at it now, it's a 


horrible case," said Van der 
Laan, adding: "1 am very sur¬ 
prised that people who have 
themselves experienced the 
occupation could have been 
so heartless" 

The victims of the city's 
bureaucracy themselves at 
the time did question the de¬ 
cision.

Stone snubbed over Boston bombing 

suspect cover 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
magazine Rolling Stone de¬ 
fended Wednesday a cover 
story on Boston bombing sus¬ 
pect Dzhokhar Tsamaev, 
which triggered criticism it 
was "glamorizing terrorism" 
and calls to boycott the publi¬ 
cation. 

At least two national chain 
stores announced they would 
not be selling the latest issue 
of the magazine, known for 
interviews with rock stars and 


others 

The cover picture — show¬ 
ing a goateed Tsamaev, 19, 
staring sadly at the camera. Ins 
tousled brown curls falling 
gently into his eyes -- was 
likened to a famous Rolling 
Ston e c o v er p ortrait o f th e late 
singer Jim Morrison of "The 
Doors," who died in unclear 
circumstances m 1971 

The accompanying Rolling 
Stones article, titled "The 
Bomber," was described by 


the magazine as a "deeply re¬ 
ported account of the life and 
times" of Tsamaev. 

The 12-page story is based 
on interviews with dozens of 
sources that "deliver a riveting 
and heartbreaking account of 
how a charming lad with a 
bright future became a mon¬ 
ster," it said 

Versions of the Tsamaev 
photo have previously been 
reproduced by others, but 
Rolling Stone's use of the 


image has irked many in a 
country still shocked by the 
carnage caused by the pres¬ 
sure cooker bombs detonated 
at this year's Boston 
Marathon. 

Tsamaev faces a 30-count 
indictment — including 17 
counts punishable by death — 
far lus role in the April 15 
twin blasts at the city's 
marathon that kill s d thre e p eo - 
pie and wounded more than

But it was through Ins will¬ 
ingness to forgive his white 
jailers that Mandela made his 
indelible mark on In story. 

After negotiating an end to 
apartheid, he became South 
Africa's first black president, 


drawing a line under cen¬ 
turies of colonial and racist 
suppression. 

He then led reconcilia¬ 
tion in the deeply divided 
country. 

Mandela's peace-making 
spirit has wan him world¬ 
wide respect, 

"Never before in history 
was one human being so 
universally acknowledged 
in his lifetime as the embod¬ 
iment of magnanimity and 
reconciliation as Nelson 
M andel a," sad archb i sh o p 
emeritus Desmond Tutu, 
himself a Nobel peace lau¬ 
reate. 

But the sunset of his life 
has been somewhat eclipsed 
by bitter infighting among Ins 
relatives. 

A row over his final rest¬ 
ing place has seen three of Ins 


children's graves dug up and 
their remains moved, public 
brawling and legal actmn 
among Ins children and 
grandchildren. 

In a televised address, his 
grandson Mandla accused a 
sibling of impregnating his 
wife and Mandela's oldest 
daughter Makawize, of sow¬ 
ing divisions in South 
Africa's most famous family. 

Mandela's oldest grand¬ 
daughter Ndileka spolie of 
the pam caused by the rift in 
an interview published 
Wednesday. 

"It was something that we 
did not want to take in the 
public space but because of 
who we are it was, it did spill 
over to the public space, " she 
told the BBC.

Taliban letter urges 
Malala to return to 


Pakistan 

PESHAWAR (AFP) - A senior 
Pakistani Taliban commander 
has written to Malala 
Yousafzai, the teenage activist 
shot by militants, accusing her 
of * smearing" them and urging 
her to return home and join a 
madrassa 

Gunmen from die Tehreek-e- 
Taliban Pakistan (TTP) shot 
Malala, now 16, m the head in 
her home town m Swat, m the 
country's northwest, where she 
campaigned for the right of 
girls to go to school, last Octo¬ 
ber. 

Malala made a powerful 
speech to the UN on Friday in 
her first public appearance 
since die attack which almost 
killed her, vowing to continue 
her struggle for education and 
not be silenced by the mili¬ 
tants. 

In an open letter released 
Wednesday, Adnan Rasheed, a 
former air force member 
turned TTP cadre, said he per¬ 
son ally wished the attack had 
not happened, but accused her 
of running a "smearing cam¬ 
paign" against die militants 


"It is amazing that you are 
shouting for education, you and 
the UNO (UN) is pretending 
that you were shot due to edu¬ 
cation, although tins is not the 
reason .. not the education but 
your propaganda was the 
issue,' Rasheed wrote 
"What you are doing now; 
you are using your tongue on 
the behest of the others" 

He accused Malala of seek¬ 
ing to promote an education 
system begun by die British 
colonialists to produce "Asians 
m blood but English in taste" 
and said students should study 
Islam and not what it called the 
" satanic or secular curriculum" 
The Taliban have destroyed 
hundreds of schools across 
northwest Pakistan, an area on 
the frontline of the country's 
bloody struggle against Is¬ 
lamists. 

Rasheed was sentenced to 
death over a 2003 attack on 
Pakistan's then military ruler 
General Pen; ez Musharraf but 
escaped from custody m amass 
j atlbreak in April last y ear

Wooden planks and locks 
with traces of blood w r ere 
found near' die bodies, which 
had received blows. Drug car¬ 
tels often leave notes next to 
bodies to admit their crimes, 
but no such messages were 
found at the scene of the crime 

Mexico has endured an on¬ 
slaught of drug-related vio¬ 
lence that has left 70,000 
people dead since 2006, mak¬ 
ing it one of die most danger¬ 
ous countries for journalists in 
the world 

At least S4 media workers 
have been murdered and 2D 
more have gone missing since 
2QQ0, according to the Na¬ 
tional Human Rights Commis¬ 
si on.

"The Disi project will pro¬ 
vide the capital and other gov- 
emorates with 100 million 
cubic metres (3 5 billion cubic 
feet) of high quality drinking 


water every year," water minis¬ 
ter Hazem Nasser told a cere¬ 
mony 

He said Turkey's GAMA En¬ 
ergy film built tlie water system 
in 48 months 

The water ministry stalled an 
experimental pumping of water 
from wells of the Disi aquifer 
last Wednesday 

Officials say die much- 
awaited $990 million project 
required 250,000 tonnes of 
steel and the digging of 55 
wells to pump water from IXsi 
to Amman, where the per capita 
daily consumption of its 2.2 


nullion population is 160 litres 
(42 gallons). 

The water ministry says Jor¬ 
dan, where 92 percent of the 
land is desert, will need Id bil¬ 
lion cubic metres of water a 
year to meet its requirements by 
2015, while the papulation of' 
6.S million is growing by al¬ 
most 3.5 percent a year 

The demand for water is con¬ 
stantly nsing in Jordan, which 
mainly depends an ramfatE and 
is currently home to more than 
500,000 Syrian refugees. 

A 2 DOS study by Duke Uni¬ 
versity, in the United States, 
shows that Disi's water has 20 
times more radiation than is 
considered safe, until radium 
content that could trigger can¬ 
cers. 

But the government and 
some independent experts 
have brushed aside such con¬ 
cerns, stressing that Disi water 
can be treated by diluting it 
with an equal amount of water 
from other sources.

LIMA (AFP) - Around 15,000 
public sector medical workers 
m Peru went on strike Tuesday 
over demands for wage in¬ 
creases, officials said 
Hie strike came amid an 
outbreak of H1N1 swine flu 
tliat has killed three people, 
according to Health Ministry 
officials.

members marched through the 
streets to Congress to issue de¬ 
mands and urge legislators to

Peruvian Medical Federa¬ 
tion chief Cesar Palomino 
blamed the government of 01- 
lanta Humala for the strike, ac¬ 
cusing the Peruvian leader of 
reneging on promised wage 
increases agreed in 3012. 

Palomino also called for the 
resignation of Health Minister 
Midori de Habich — to be re¬ 
placed by a medical profes¬ 
sional -- although this claim is 
not among the formal de¬ 
mands of the striking workers. 

The health minister re¬ 
sponded by calling for "a little 
patience and collaboration" 
while describing the strike as 
" to tally unj usti fi e d." 


WHO holds off raising MERS alert 
level as Muslim hajj looms 


GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Health Organization on 
Wednesday held off from call¬ 
ing for travel restrictions re¬ 
lated to the MERS virus 
striking Saudi Arabia as the 
kingdom braces for die Muslim 
hajj pilgrimage. 

In a statement following a 
session of the UN health 
agency's emergency committee 
-- whose rarity underlined 
global concerns about MERS - 
- the WHO sad there was cur¬ 
rently no reason to step up its 
level of alert 

The meeting came anid 
mounting concern over the po¬ 
tential imp act. of the annual hajj 
in October, when millions of 
people will head to Islam's two 
holiest sites of Mecca aid 
Medina, providing a possible 
means for MERS to spread 
around the globe. 


"It is the unanimous deci¬ 
sion of the committee that, with 
the information now T aval able, 
and using a nsk-assessment ap¬ 
proach, the conditions for a 
public health emergency of in¬ 
ternational concern have not at 
present been met," it sad 
The WHO's stance so far 
has been that countries should 
reman vigtlait, monitoring un¬ 
usual respiratory infection p at¬ 
tend, notably if patients have 
been to the Middle East. 

However, the committee 
also sad the WHO should help 
nations boost surveillance aid 
laboratory capacity aid inform 
the public about howto reduce 
the risks of infection, for exam¬ 
ple via good hygiene 

While the WHO did not call 
for outright travel aid trade re¬ 
strictions, its health security 
chief Keiji Fukuda sad it was 


poised to issue general recom¬ 
mendations. 

On Saturday, Saudi health 
authorities urged the elderly 
aid chronically ill, as well as 
children aid pregnant women, 
not tD p erforai the hajj. 

MERS, short for Middle 
East Respiratory Syndrome 
caronavirus, claimed its first 
victim m Saudi Aabia m June 
2012 . 

Since then, a total of S3 
cases have been recorded 
worldwide, in countries includ¬ 
ing Jordan, Qatar aid the 
United Arab Emirates, Tunisia 
Britain, France aid Italy 

Saudi Arabia, however, has 
borne the brunt, with 65 cases 
-- and 38 of the 45 confirmed 
MERS deaths 

Experts are struggling to un¬ 
derstand MERS, for which 
there is no vaccine

To protect yourself and your family: 

* wear a good repellent 

* particularly during daylight hours when the dengue 
mosquito is most active 

* ensure window and door screens are in good condi¬ 
tion 

* use mosquito coils or plug-in mosquito repellent de¬ 
vices 

* wear long, loose clothing to help protect yourself from 
bites.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Pollu¬ 
tion and other environmental 
degradation cast*; India $30 
billian a year, nearly six per¬ 
cent of gross; domestic prod¬ 
uct, the World Bank said in a 
report released. 

The report, requested by the 
national government, points to 
an pollution and contaminated 
water supplies as some of the 
main environmental problems 
facing India. 

Hie study, winch assesses 
the impact of environmental 
damage in India, also sasd that 
air pollution and contaminated 
water could be responsible for 
large numbers of child deaths 
m the country. 

The report cited a recent sur¬ 
vey of 132 countiles which 
ranked India 126th for envi¬ 


ronmental performance and 
last for air pollution, even 
worse tlr an neighbouring 
China, due to its power sta¬ 
tions, traffic congestion, in¬ 
dustry and other factors. 

Reducing harmful carbon 
emissions was possible with¬ 
out a negative impact on eco¬ 
nomic growth, the report 
stated. 

Tire World Bank study 
comes an the back of the dev¬ 
astating flash Hoods in the 
northern Himalayan state of 
Uttarakhand which environ¬ 
mentalists have blamed on un¬ 
regulated development and 
deforestation in the area.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Yahoo! said Tuesday its profit 
in the second quarter rose 
sharply from a year ago, but 
revenues lagged, offering a 
mixed pi eture for chief execu¬ 
tive Marissa Mayer’s turn¬ 
around efforts. 

The net profit rose 4 6 per¬ 
cent from a year ago to $331 
million, slightly better than 
expected, but revenues ex¬ 
cluding payments to partners 
fell one percent to $1 07 bil¬ 
lion, the Internet giant said. 

Mayer cited the company's 
new Yahoo! News, the new 
Yahoo? Sports app, the re¬ 
designed Yahoo! search, the 
new Flickr, the new Yahoo! 
Mail for tablet, the Yahoo! 
Weather app, and the com¬ 
pany's new Yahoo! app with 
Summly. 

Mayer was hired from

than last year's estimated short¬ 
fall of 32b billion, the finance 
ministry said.

Brazil to 
post first 
trade deficit 
since 2000 

BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil 
will close tire year" with a 
trade deficit of $2 billion, its 
first since 2000, tire Foreign 
Trade Association AEB said 
Wednesday 

AEB attributed the expected 
deficit to a five percent fall in 
exports (expected to total 
3 2 30 5 billion) linked to falling 
prices of commodities and for¬ 
eign sales of Brazriran oil 
Another factor was a 4 3 
percent jump in imports to 
$233 5 billion due to more fa¬ 
vorable exchange rates and 
purchases of ail and deriva¬ 
tives. 

It will be Brazil's first trade 
deficit since 2000," AEB 
President Jose Augusto de 
Castro told AFP. 

it will also be the worst 
trade performance in 15 years 
since a deficit of more than $6 
billion in 1993 
In December, the associa¬ 
tion had projected that the 
country would post a trade 
surplus of $14 6 billion tins 

year 

But m the first half of the 
year., Brazil accumulated a 
trade deficit of $3 billion, the 
worst result for tins period m 
IS years 

Last year tire country pasted 
a surplus of $19.4 billion, tire 
lowest in ID years, with ex¬ 
ports reaching 1242.5 billion 
and imports totaling $223 1 
billion. 


However, analysts said the 
decline was offset by the gains 
in petroleum product stock¬ 
piles. The gams in product, 
supplies kept ail prices from 
rising too much, they said. 

Gasoline stocks rose by 3.1 
million barrels, while home 
heating oil and other distillate 
fuel jumped by 3 9 million 
barrels 

The rise in gasoline sup¬ 
plies, as demand peaks for the 
summer holiday season, 
"makes the decline in crude ail 
inventories a little less criti¬ 
cal," said Tim Evans, an ana¬ 
lyst at Cih Futures Perspective. 

"Who needs crude oil lfyou 
have plenty of gasoline?" 

Meanwhile, the oil market, 
did not react strongly to con¬ 
gressional testimony by Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke. Bernanke said the 


Fed could taper its bond-buy¬ 
ing pro gram later tins yea - , but 
only if the economy improves. 

Michael Tmscelii, a broker- 
trader at Paramount Options, 
characterized die Bern anke re¬ 
marks as "pretty wishy- 
washy. " 

“The markets have not re¬ 
ally reacted either way to 
Bernanke," Tmscelii said 

Gene Me Gillian, a broker 
and analyst at Tradition En¬ 
ergy, said the dynamics that 
pushed oil prices above $105 
m July are still in play These 
include declining US crude 
supplies and concerns that the 
problems in Egypt will exp and 
to other parts of the oil-rich 
Middle East. 

“ Until those things recede, 1 
think the market's going to re¬ 
main pretty strong," McGillian 
said.

(AFP) - The European Com¬ 
mission wants to cap fees on 
credit and debit-cards across 
the European Union, draft leg¬ 
islative proposals showed on 
Wednesday 

According to the text from 
the planned law seen by AFP, 
Brussels wants to apply a 0.2- 
pereent ceiling on deb it-card 
interchange fees and a 0,3-p er- 
cent limit on credit-card fees 
as well as electronic and mo¬ 
bile payments. 

These fees, rarely noticed by 
shoppers, are paid by the 
b auks involved in a credit card 


But the commission be¬ 
lieves fees paid by busi¬ 
nesses are then passed oil to 
consumers. 

The Commission, the 
EU's executive arm, has 
long sou gilt to rem in the 
fees and has suspected 
credit card operators such 

as MasterCard and Visa Eu¬ 
rope of anti-competitive prac¬ 
tises 

The Commission said the 
caps chosen were "reasonable 
benchmarks that are practical 
for the card schemes and banks 
and also provide legal cer¬ 
tainty." 

Commission estimates sug¬ 
gest the caps would almost 
halve the total fees levied, 
which now vary widely be¬ 
tween member states. 

Commission legislative pro¬ 
posals require the backing of 
EU member states and die Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament before they 
can become law.

However, it was below 6 
percent in Australia, Brazil, 
China, Germany, India, In¬ 
donesia, Korea, Mexico, the 
Russian Federation and Saudi 
Arabia. 

Meanwhile, in most of the 
countries, the growth of real

Clms Froome tightened Ins 
grip on the Tour de Fiance yel¬ 
low jersey after beating Span¬ 
ish rival Alberto Contador in 
the 17th stage tune trial on 
Wednesday. 

Froome, taking ins third 
stage win of the 100th edition, 
finished the hilly 32 km race 
against the dock m a time of 
51mm 33sec to beat former 
two-time champion Contador 
by nine seconds. 

C out ad or 1 s effo its mo ve d 
him up to second place overall 
at the expense of Dutchman 
Bauke Mollema but the Saxo 
team leader saw Ins deficit go 
from 4:25 to 4:34 a day ahead 
of a crucial 18th stage in the 
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Alps 

After stepping off the 
podium, where he made three 
visits for the stage win. the yel¬ 
low jersey and the best 
climber's polka dot jersey 
Froome said Ins win was unex¬ 
pected. 

Coupled with the threat of 
ram far the late staters, many 
liders faced the dilemma o f de¬ 
cs ding whether to swap their 


habitual road race bikes for 
time trial machines at the sum¬ 
mit of the day's final climb, 
which was followed by a far 
less technical descent than tire 
descent of die Puy-Sameres 
climb at the 25 5 lan mark. 

Contador was one of the few 
favourites who opted to use Ins 
normal bike, albeit with aero 
bars fitted to the handlebars. 

Having led Froome over the 
first three time checks, the 
Saxo team leader's time of 
51 42 - one second faster than 
comp atriot Jo aquun Ro dnguez 
(Katusha) -- looked good 
enough for the win. 

Contador, who on Monday 
was accused by Froome of hy¬ 
ing to make him crash — as the 
Briton followed the Spaniard 
dii a dangerous descent into 
Gap — could only watch in 
frustration as Fro Dine crossed 
the hue m triumph. 



Athletics: Powell, 
Simpson point finger 
at physio - agent 


LONDON (AFP) - Jamaican 
sprinter As a fa Powell and his 
team-mate Sherane Simpson 
are blaming their new physio¬ 
therapist after they tested posi¬ 
tive for a banned stimulant, 
Britain's Daily Telegraph said 
onTueday, quoting the athletes' 
manager. 

Both athletes have pointed 
to contaminated food supple¬ 
ments as the reason why they 
failed the tests, which have cast 
a cloud over the build-up to the 
athletics world championships 
m Moscow next month aid put 
sprintingm die spotlight. 

The daily quoted Paul 
Doyle as saying m an interview 
til at both Powell and Simpson 
had only recently begun work¬ 
ing with Canadian physio 
Chris Xuereb at his base in 
northern Italy 

US-based Doyle said he had 
no reason to suspect "mal--in¬ 
tent" on Xuereb's part and that, 
like die athletes, he was proba¬ 
bly unaware of what exactly 
what die supplements con¬ 
tained. 


Both athletes tested positive 
for oxilofime at the Jamaican 
championship s last month 

Itali an p oh c e r ep ortedly 
brought Xuereb in for ques¬ 
tioning and raided Ins base on 
Monday, although the coun¬ 
try's news agency ANSA said 
no arrest had been made. 

Xuereb began treating Pow¬ 
ell for a hamstring injury that 
flared up in March this year, 
according to Doyle 

He added that Xuereb gave 
Powell 17 supplements, three 
o f which were administered by 
injection, and all were legal, he 
added, 

Simpson checked whether 
any of the supplements con¬ 
tained proscribed substances, 
although did not seek inde¬ 
pendent medical verification, 
Doyle said. 

He also accepted that Pow¬ 
ell had not informed Ins co ach, 
Stephen Francis, about die sup¬ 
plements 

ANSA on Tuesday said 
both Powell and Simpson had 
left. Italy, quoting sources 
closes to die investigation
